

KINGSTHORPE FIREBALL: A large tyre fire at Quick Auto Services spread smoke across town as residents were evacuated from their properties 


Residents have 
to be evacuated 
as tyres blaze 

A large fire at a tyre garage in 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton 
sent thick plumes of black 
smoke across the town 
yesterday. 

Firefighters were called to 
the blaze at Quick Auto 
Services, in Ruskin Road, at 
2.30pm, while police officers 
evacuated the area. 

Thick smoke could be seen 
billowing from the building 
from across the town, as pan¬ 
ic-stricken residents watched 
fire crews battle the blaze. 

Police were forced to close 
Ruskin Road, as well as a sec¬ 
tion of Harborough Road. 

Within one hour, the fire 
had died down and eventual¬ 
ly no more smoke could be 
seen leaving the building. 

And at 3.30pm, the evacuat¬ 
ed residents were allowed 
back into their properties. 

No casualties have been 
reported. The cause of the 
fire is unknown.

Northamptonshire Police is 
trailblazing a new policy with its 
policing of stop and search in the 
county. 

Officers have been told if they get 
the stop and search wrong three 
times, they will be re-evaluated on 
how they carry out this part of 
their duties and if proven they will 
have to apologise to the individual 
they stopped and searched. 

The force has already adopted a 
policy whereby a community 
panel, consisting of senior police 
officers and members of the pub¬ 
lic, can review stop and searches 


carried out in the county. 

The panel has the power to with¬ 
draw stop and search powers from 
individual officers who continue to 
carry out unreasonable searches. 

Duwayne Brooks, a friend of 
Stephen Lawrence, who was with 
him on the night of his murder, will 
be carrying out the review of stop 
and search in the county 
for the Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

A survey carried out by the police 
commissioners’ office found that 
64 per cent of people stopped in 
Northants were aged bewteen 13 
and 24

County leads the 
way with review 
panel for searches 

I hadn’t realised there was a Stop And 
Search ‘problem’ in Northamptonshire. 

Our Police Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds launched a report this week 
which shows how well the police are 
tackling the problem, and to be fair 
they are achieving things. 

Stop and Search is at the root of a lot of 
community tension in metropolitan 
areas. 

But in our county a groundbreaking 
approach gives the public a chance to 
complain if they think it has been done 
unfairly or impolitely. 

So there we are - a problem on its way 
to being solved that I suspect quite a lot 
of us didn’t really know we had. 

I’m certain the reason I didn’t realise 
there was a problem is because I am 
white, middle class and at home most 
nights. 

Even in Northamptonshire, away from 
the bright lights of the big cities, dispro¬ 
portionate numbers of young people 
and people from ethnic backgrounds 
are stopped and searched by the police. 

/ 64 per cent of those 
® stopped and searched 
are between the ages of 
13 and 24

Adam Simmonds, our Police and 
Crime Commissioner, ordered a survey 
carried out and discovered that 64 per 
cent of those stopped were between the 
ages of 13 and 24. 

Of those stopped half felt it was done 
unfairly. 

Over the past year since the new 
approach to Stop and Search was intro¬ 
duced, the number of searches carried 
out has dropped dramatically. 

A police and public review panel can 
tell officers to apologise for searches 
carried out inappropriately or send an 
officer for retraining if repeated mis¬ 
takes are being made. 

This is all good. Perhaps this is a model 
which could be extended to resolve dis¬ 
putes between the public and the police 
in a range of situations. 

Northamptonshire gave the Taser to 
the world. It would be nice to contribute 
something to law and order that is lower 
voltage but maybe just as effective at 
keeping the peace.

Nick’s lifetime up on the roof 


Lawrence John goes up in the 
world to meet Nick Shiells, a 
third generation master thatcher 



Nick Shiells is the third gen¬ 
eration of his family to liter¬ 
ally climb the career ladder 
in his chosen trade. 

The master thatcher from 
Northamptonshire is fol¬ 
lowing in the footsteps of 
his grandfather and father 
in carrying on this tradition. 

The 46-year-old from 
Stanion entereredthe 
thatching trade when he 
was 16-years-old, straight 
from leaving school. 

He started out at the bot¬ 
tom of the ladder as a gener¬ 
al dogsbody but he was 
learning on the job. Now he 
has what you call ‘the eye of 
a master craftsman’. 

Nick recently finished a 
three week stint thatching 
the roof of a house in 
Weekley. 

The craft stretches back 
centuries and is still done in 
virtually the same way, but 
unlike those before him, 
this master thatcher has a 
business card, mobile and 
email address. 

The world we live in might 


have changed but the need 
to get your roof re-thatched 
is just a great today as it was 
in the 1800s or 1900s. 

As for Nick his time in the 
world of thatched roofs 
began when he was a teen¬ 
ager. 

He said: “When I began I 
was just a fetcher and carri¬ 
er. I worked with my father 
during the school holidays 
so I was always learning. 

“It is a job that does not 
finish at 4pm or 5pm. 

“The people who live in 
the houses are just custodi¬ 
ans and have to look after 
them and the roof. 

“It is strange to think cot¬ 
tages/houses with thatched 
roofs are at the top of the 
housing market as when 
they were first built they 
were lived in by poor agri¬ 
cultural workers. 

“A lot of them are now in 
villages which people com¬ 
mute from every day to 
work.” 

This hard work has paid 
off for Nick as he is a profes¬ 


sional craftsman whose 
skills are in constant 
demand. 

He said: “There is a com¬ 
plete sense of job satisfac¬ 
tion when people admire 
what I have done and some 
even take pictures of the 
thatched roof. 

“I have always liked work¬ 
ing outdoors. I could not 
work in an office looking at 


a computer all day it would 
drive me mad. 

“How much better to work 
in a picturesque village like 
Weekley, it makes my job 
more pleasurable. 

“It is not a seasonal profes¬ 
sion. You can thatch in all 
weathers except when it is 
raining too hard. 

“I have got to the point 
where I have a trained eye 


and can look at the roof to 
see immediately where 
there is a problem. 

We have to put mesh over 
the thatch to keep the birds 
and vermin out of it.” 

And with that he was back 
to work clearing up the 
straw which had fallen 
before taking the scaffold¬ 
ing down and moving onto 
his next job.

Sekhemka given 
a 31-day lifeline

A temporary export ban on 
an ancient Egyptian statue 
sold by Northampton 
Borough Council for £15.76 
million has been extended 
by an extra 31 days by the 
Government. 

The 4,000-year-old 

Sekhemka was sold at 
auction to an anonymous 
overseas buyer by the council 
in July 2014, to fund an 
extension to Northampton 
Museum and Art Gallery. 

But because the statue was 
so unique, the Government 


then decided to stop it 
leaving the country by 
placing a temporary export 
ban on it lasting until July 29, 
2015. 

As D-Day loomed, The 
Northants Herald and Post 
was then told by the 
Department for Culture, 
Media and Sport (DCMS), 
that the ban period would 
only be extended if ‘serious 
intention’ was made to buy 
the statue. 

But despite this, the ban has 
now been extended to August 
28, 2015, even though it is 
believed a buyer has not yet 
stepped forward. 


A spokesperson for the 
DCMS has also said the ban 
could be extended further 
until next year, should any 
‘serious intention’ be made. 

In a statement, the DCMS 
said: “We have decided to 
allow a final opportunity for a 
buyer to put forward a serious 
expression of interest to raise 
funds to keep the Sekhemka 
statue in the UK. The 
deadline has been extended 
to midday 28 August. 

“This period may be 
extended until 29 March 2016 
if a serious intention to raise 
funds to purchase the statue 
is made.”

Two-bag rule makes me 
regret moving from MK 

I’m writing in response to your article 
in The Herald & Post last week. 

Any other consideration aside, it 
seems unfair that people with a wheel- 
ie bin can fill this up with several green 
bags, but us poor folk who aren’t given 
one can only leave out two bags per 
week! 

It’s obvious from the recycling boxes 
put onto the pavements for collection 
that the vast majority of people are 
happy to recycle items where possible, 
but household and food products are 
so over-packaged with non-recyclable 
materials that it’s very easy for a family 
of four to quickly fill their allocated 
two bags of domestic rubbish. 

I’ve recently moved to Northampton 
and, because of the Borough Council’s 
irresponsible and shameful approach 
to rubbish collection, am beginning to 
seriously regret that decision! My road 
had its rubbish collection today. Our 
houses have no front garden and we 
have to leave out all our recycling 
boxes and our domestic plastic bags on 


the pavement. Returning home tonight 
I, as usual, was greeted by a multitude 
of plastic containers and paper litter¬ 
ing the pavement, they having either 
blown from their open boxes (no lids 
supplied) or been dropped and left by 
the rubbish collectors. This litter is 
occasionally collected over the course 
of the next few days, but in the mean¬ 
time we have to walk through ankle- 
deep, sometimes smelly litter... I have 
never lived anywhere so dirty, unpleas¬ 
ant, unsightly and potentially hazard¬ 
ous. It creates an accurate impression 
that Northampton is a dirty, unkempt 
town with an uncared for environ¬ 
ment. 

This also encourages fly tipping (I’ve 
seen many an item of furniture 
dumped on the pavement locally in the 
four months I’ve lived here) and a gen¬ 
eral feeling that this is a depressed and 
deprived town, with an uncaring, inef¬ 
fective Council! 

Additionally, because of the current 
policy, a number of houses in my road 
who’ve run out of green bags, have had 
the black bags they’ve used instead left 
uncollected outside their front doors 
and today I’ve seen green bags some 
people have bought to use left on the 


pavement, presumably because they’re 
‘non regulation’! This is crass, unbe¬ 
lievable behaviour by the Council/rub¬ 
bish collectors and is a most serious 
health hazard 

I moved to Northampton from Milton 
Keynes where ALL rubbish and recy¬ 
cling is placed in supplied domestic 
and recycling plastic bags which con¬ 
tain their contents in all weathers and 
which the collectors simply load onto 
their carts with no risk of spillage. 

Incidentally, if you run out of plastic 
bags in MKyou can get some more at 
any time from the libraries. The result 
is a clean and pleasant environment 
that the residents take a pride in. 

The Council should listen to the 
numerous and loud voices raised 
against their rubbish collection prac¬ 
tices, remembering at all times that 
we’ve paid for this service through our 
Council Taxes! 

They need to provide better systems 
with immediate effect and immeasura¬ 
bly improve their monitoring and man¬ 
agement of the company employed to 
carry out their currently half-hearted 
and hazardous waste disposal policies!

Seven men accused of 
vandalising 22 London 
Midland trains and causing 
over £6,000 worth of damage 
have been arrested. 

The seven individuals, who 
are now due to appear in 
court, are suspected of 
committing over 140 offences 
on trains in both the UK and 
Europe. 

Their recognisable graffiti 
‘tagging’ caused damage to 
the exterior of London 
Midland trains stabled at 
Coventry, Northampton, 
Bletchley, Soho and Tyseley. 
In many cases, the whole of 
the train was covered in 
multi-coloured spray paint. 


Neil Bamford, London 
Midland’s Asset Maintenance 
director, said: “It is great news 
that British Transport Police 
have made these arrests. 

“The time and money that 
goes into cleaning the units 
after this kind of damage is 
huge and places additional 
pressure on our depot based 
colleagues who work really 
hard to keep our trains look¬ 
ing clean and tidy.” 

Mr Bamford added: “In a 
number of instances, the level 
of damage caused was so 
severe that we had to take 
trains out of service so they 
could undergo intensive 
cleaning.”

Chief backs 
stop policy

Removing the powers of stop and 
search from police officers should 
not be seen as punitive and defi¬ 
nitely not done on a whim - this is 
the belief of the Chief Constable 
of Northamptonshire, Simon 
Edens. 

The new chief agrees with the 
policy of three strikes and an 
officer has these powers taken 
away from them until they 
improve. 

Ch Insp Simon Edens, pictured, 
said: “It is really important to 
have the public’s support for 
these powers. 

“It is about people’s right to live 
a free from the state and about 
liberty and the wider community. 

“It is about getting that balance 
right be it locally or nationally. 

“Being stopped and searched is 
an invasion of privacy and a 
threat to dignity especially if it is 
not treated with sensitivity. 

“If we do not get it right it can 
lead to a decay of that consent. 

“My officers come under the 
direct control of me and the force 
and having powers taken away 
from them should not be seen as 



punitive and definitely not done 
on a whim. 

“If an officer does get it wrong 
three times then there needs to 
be a pause and assistance and 
help offered. 

“We are trying something new 
and those officers who get it 
wrong will receive one-to-one 
coaching. I fully support the 
community panel and we can 
never be complacent.” 

Speaking at the launch of 
Northamptonshire Police and 
Crime Commission’s (OPCC) 
report into stop and search, PCC 
Adam Simmonds said “This is a 
brave and courageous step. 

“A police officer’s powers will be 
suspended if they get it wrong for 
a third time. I think the apology 
should only come when some¬ 
thing is done wrong and saying 
sorry to the victim is part of that

The 52-year-old feels rein¬ 
vigorated by life in the 
Green Party and being its 
National spokesperson on 
foreign affairs. 

He said: “Being green has 
changed my moral view of 
what I should be buying and 
what I am consuming. 

“As a country we consume 
three times the amount we 
produce and this has got to 
change. 

“We cannot carry on in 
this way and each of us has 


to relate to the planet in a 
different way. We have to 
consume less and we need 
to be thinking localisation 
not globalisation. 

“It is all about thinking 
about the way we interact 
with the environment as 
every decision which we 
take carries with it a moral 
decision. 

“I will not buy coffee from 
a multi-national cafe, I go to 
a local cafe which pays its 
taxes and its staff a decent 
wage. 

“You have to break the 
habit which means you have 
to think about it at first but 
then you get used to it. 

“I do not buy any fast food 
or processed food and stay 
away from all the sugar and 
fats which companies put 
into their products. 

“I am 52 years old and I 
commute around town by 
cyclin,g as it is the best form 
of transport. 

“We are all bit by bit get¬ 
ting involved in the green 
ecconomy where we are 
thinking more about what 


we spend, what we buy and 
thinking about the value of 
family to us.” 

Tony has had a political 
career which has been full 
of ups and downs. 

From 1991-1999 he was a 
Labour councillor on 
Northampton Borough 
Council and became a 
Labour MP for Northampton 
North from 1997-2005. 

In 2007 he parted compa¬ 
ny with the local Labour 
party to go it alone as an 
independent in the General 
Election. 

He was elected as an inde¬ 
pendent councillor on the 
borough council from 2007- 
2011 and as an independent 
on the county council from 
2009-2013. 

In May, he stood in the 
General Election as a Green 
Candidate for the 
Northampton North seat 
but he lost. 

He said: “My views have 
never changed and it has 
often been said I did not 
leave the Labour party it left 
me.

Emergency in 
shower cubicle

An elderly woman made a frantic 999 
call to the fire service during the early 
hours of one morning this week after 
seeing what she believed to be ‘flames’ 
in her shower. 

But when firefighters arrived at her 
home in Wilby, near Wellingborough, 
shortly before lam, they discovered it 
was in fact a flashing orange fault light. 

The fire crew discovered the woman 
has poor eyesight, which caused her to 
mistake the flashing light for flames. 

The confused woman’s 999 call is 
nothing compared with the most 
bizarre emergencies call made in the 
county, though. 

In the last year alone, calls to 
Northants Police have included a man 


claiming that his bananas had spiders 
eggs on them, a woman who suspected 
that wine gums on the floor outside her 
house may be poisoned, and a person 
who had not been paid their benefits. 

Other more obscure calls included a 
patient reporting that their dentist had 
assaulted them by giving them a filling, 
and a resident who was not happy after 
spotting a toad in their garden. 

For the Northants Fire and Rescue 
Service itself, calls in the past have 
included seven people being trapped in 
a bath, three being wedged in railings, 
one stuck in a stairlift and three 
pensioners caught in their mobility 
scooters. 

The service’s crews have also had to 
cut off wedding rings from fingers, and 
remove objects from people including 
handcuffs and toilets. 


Fake officers rob man 


A 20-year-old man was robbed by two 
men who claimed to be police officers 
while he was trying to climb through a 
window of his own home in 
Northampton. 

The man was trying to get back into 
his house between 10.15pm and 11pm 
on Friday, August 14, after forgetting 
his keys when he was approached by 
two men. 


They claimed to be police officers 
and asked him questions about wheth¬ 
er the house was his. 

They then searched him and took his 
wallet before pushing him to the 
ground and kicking him. 

The offenders then made off from the 
incident, which took place in Johnson 
Court, Cotton End. 

Police are appealing for witnesses.

Audi TT Roadster 

Take a look inside... 


The third-generation Audi TT 
Roadster plays it safe on the 
styling front but packs in some 
interesting equipment, is built 
from all the right stuff, under¬ 
cuts its German rivals on price 
and gets some great efficiency 
numbers. Buyers get the op¬ 
tions of diesel or petrol, front 
or quattro all-wheel drive, with 
a 3 I OPS TT S model incoming 
too. 

The engines and transmissions 
on offer mirror those of the 
coupe model, which means you 
can expect an entry-level 184PS 
two-litre diesel which drives 
the front wheels and will get it 
to 62mph in 7.2 seconds. Look 
beyond the black pump things 
get a bit more serious. The 2.0 
TFSI petrol unit gets the same 
230PS as the more powerful 
versions of the Golf GTI, but 
here you get a choice of front 
or quattro all-wheel drive. 

Both will hit a top speed 
of 155mph, with the manual 
front-wheel drive car getting 
to 62mph in 6.0 seconds and 
the S tronic twin-clutch quattro 
model taking a mere 5.3s. 

The top of the range is 
marked by the 3 I OPS Audi TTS 
Roadster. It covers the standard 
sprint in 4.7 seconds and its 
top speed is electronically 


governed at I55mph. 

The TT Roadster features an 
electrically actuated fabric top. 
This roof features excellent 
acoustic and thermal insulation, 
with particular attention paid 
to the frequencies generated 
by the passing airflow. A thick 
fleece layer on the black inner 
headlining helps reduce the 
noise level in the interior by 
up to 6 dB compared with the 
previous TT Roadster. 

The TT Roadster is an ex¬ 
tremely smart car and deserves 
to do very well. We can’t help 
but think that Audi could have 
been a little more expressive 
with the car’s styling, given that 
this was once one of the most 
extreme-looking cars sensible 
money could buy, but hey, 
we all grow old and ditch the 
fashion duds for sensible slacks 
at some point. 

What’s encouraging about this 
car is that it includes so much 
into a package that doesn’t 
compromise on the ideals of its 
predecessors. It’s light but feels 
built from granite, it’s quick but 
returns the fuel figures of 
a supermini and, should you 
need it, there’s always the 
reassurance of Audi’s quattro 
transmission to offer a wel¬ 
come safety net.

Northamptonshire’s Steven 
Crook admitted he didn’t put that 
much thought into his amazing 
century against the country of 
his birth on the second day of 
their drawn match against the 
touring Australians. 

Crook, born in Adelaide to English 
parents, played the innings of his 
life as he smashed a scarcely believ¬ 
able 142 not out off just 96 balls with 
his explosive knock including 24 
fours and four sixes. 

It was after tea in particular 
where he put the tourists to the 
sword as 123 of his runs came in 
the evening off 76 deliveries. 

As a result, he soared past his 
previous best score of 131, which 
he made against his former coun¬ 
ty Middlesex at Lord’s last year. 

Crook said: “It was just a case of 
‘swing hard and see what hap¬ 
pens’ and sometimes those days 
happen where you connect and 


it’s going through gaps. 

“It’s obviously nice to get a hun¬ 
dred against a good attack and I’m 
pleased that we’ve put a good 
score on the board. 

“I seem to do well against old 
teams and now against old coun¬ 
tries as well but ‘see ball, hit ball’ 
is pretty much my motto. 

“It’s always good to get runs any¬ 
way but against Australia is quali¬ 
ty, I really enjoyed it.” 

Any chance of a result against 
Australia, who have already lost 
the Ashes to England ahead of the 
final test which begins at The Oval 
today, was removed by rain which 
washed out the scheduled first 
day of play on Friday. 

In Northants’ total of 396 there 
were also handy contributions 
with the bat of 86 by Kyle Coetzer 
and 50 from Ben Duckett while 
Crook was to also star with the 
ball as he took 3-38. 

His efforts helped reduce 
Australia to 180-8 in the afternoon 
of the final day on Sunday and 
only an unbeaten 82 by Pat 
Cummins steered the tourists 
away from what would have been 


an embarrassing follow-on. 

Head coach David Ripley was 
pleased with his side’s efforts 
against the tourists. 

“We look forward to tourist 
games as they give a bit of light 
relief and a chance for people to 
grab some limelight and some 
lads certainly did that,” he said. 

“Australia came, I’m sure, to pre¬ 
pare well for the final Ashes test 
and sticking us into bat was a 
strong sign of how serious they 
were. 

“They wanted to make use of the 
bowling conditions and we didn’t 
let them do that and we’ve ended 
up having a really good couple of 
days. 

“Obviously Steven Crook is a 
very fine striker of the ball - he 
played beautifully until getting to 
80 or 90, where he was running 
out of partners and he was forced 
to gamble a bit more. 

“But it was impressive striking 
and he’s one that took something 
out of this fixture.” 

It was a match that gave a few 
fringe players the chance to 
impress and Maurice Chambers 


was to take his opportunity by 
claiming the scalps of David 
Warner and Australia captain 
Steve Smith. 

Ben Sanderson also impressed 
with the ball while seamer Richard 
Gleeson and Scotland interna¬ 
tional George Munsey both caught 
the eye on when making their first 
class debuts. 

Ripley, who admitted to having 
never seen Gleeson bowl before, 
said: “Richard has played a couple 
of games for the second team, 
where he’s taken some wickets. 

“That was the first time I’ve seen 
him but I thought he bowled really 
well while Ben Sanderson has 
been good in the couple of County 
Championship games he’s played 
already. 

“He’s not a professional as such 
and he was something a bit out¬ 
side the box that we’ve managed 
to get but it’s nice when those 
things work out. 

“He looks every bit a first-class 
bowler and he gave them nothing 
to hit at all while George Munsey 
played very nicely so there’s lots to 
be pleased about.”

Comment: Bees defeat a wake up call for Town

Columnist Tom Reed reflects on Northampton’s 
2-0 defeat to Barnet at The Hive on Tuesday 
evening. 

Ten man Northampton’s 100 per cent record 
came to a sticky end at the Hive after a John 
Akinde brace secured a 2-0 win for Barnet on 
Tuesday night. 

Cobblers had won every match of their three 
to date but found themselves spread too thin 
with a weakened side against Martin Allen’s 
Bees. 

Northampton have a dire record versus 
Barnet and Chris Wilder’s decision to make 
four changes to the team that beat Exeter City 
on Saturday was met with raised eyebrows in 
the away stand in Edgware. 

Worse was to come with midfield lynchpin 
Jason Taylor’s 62nd minute dismissal for bring¬ 
ing down man-mountain Akinde for a penalty 

Cobblers had tried to sign Akinde when he 
was at Ebbsfleet and the towering striker 
showed Town what they are missing by slotting 
home the spot kick. 

The game had been fairly even to that point 
with shoulder-to-shoulder combativeness and 


pinball midfield tussles being the order of the 
day. Lawson D’Ath was a late change for Ricky 
Holmes who injured his back in the warm-up 
and his wicked left wing cross, deflected goal- 
wards by a Barnet defender, was the nearest 
Town got to opening the scoring in the early 
skirmishes. 

Akinde proved a constant menace and was 
only thwarted by the sprint speed of Cobblers 
stopper Adam Smith in smothering the strik¬ 
er’s shot after a Northampton defensive slip on 
17 minutes. 

The 922 travelling fans found themselves in 
snarl-ups on the Ml pre-match and Barnet’s 
box was equally congested. Sam Hoskins, one 
of Wilder’s four personnel changes, tried to 
find space to cut inside but his powerful shot 
was repelled centrally by Graham Stack. 

Although goalless at half-time the warning 
signs were there for the Cobblers. 

D’Ath looked lost and thoroughly unhappy on 
the left hand side of midfield for Town while 
equally, Chris Hackett had little to offer on the 
right with no-one to cross to up top. 

Dominic Calvert-Lewin, starting his first 
league game, was a willing runner but not the 
player to operate as the forward fulcrum in a 
4-2-3-1 formation. 

All in all, Cobblers’ possession play was 
weaker than Barnet’s with a tendency to rush 
counter-attacks. Northampton had a Ricky 
Holmes shaped hole down the left with the 


talented southpaw David Buchanan, stuck at 
full-back, unable to dictate proceedings as he 
surely can. 

The introduction of Nicky Adams for Hackett 
on 58 minutes failed to rejuvenate flagging 
Town, leaving Barnet’s ambush tactics to 
wreak havoc. There was more than a hint of 
offside during the build-up to Akinde’s penalty 
opener and the challenge itself was a case of 
the merest of touches but from the wrong side 
by Taylor. 

As Barnet’s players took an age to ready them¬ 
selves for the restart, Wilder was prepping 
Cobblers hot-shot Marc Richards but it was a 
case of too little, too late. Northampton had 
missed Ivan Toney badly and Richards’ appear¬ 
ance as a 67th minute after-thought would not 
be enough to end Town’s north London hoodoo. 

Cobblers’ 4-2-3-1 formation looks great with 
a full strength line-up and everyone on top 
form but with squad rotation and a gritty away 
game, its clear that Northampton’s squad is not 
as interchangeable as believed. 

Not only that, but the strength in depth is 
weaker than first thought with Rod McDonald, 
Josh Lelan and Calvert-Lewin all making rook¬ 
ie mistakes. McDonald, in particular, appeared 
either nervous or some way short of standard 
which is concerning with Zander Diamond 
appearing to be made of glass. 

Goalkeeper Adam Smith, Cobblers’ man-of- 
the-match and find of the season, saved Town 


time after time with dominant close-up stops 
to repel the Bees. 

Yet it was that man Akinde, who, not 
renowned for his speed, was able to get in 
behind the one-paced Northampton defence 
and round an unfortunate Smith for the last 
minute clincher. 

Cobblers fans had jeered Akinde for an early 
miss but the truth is the striker had monstered 
Town. I’d sign him tomorrow with some of the 
Toney cash along with the elegant Luke Gambin. 

Let’s not forget Northampton’s brilliant start 
to the season. However, it’s a wake- up call for a 
Cobblers side who had been drawn into a false 
sense of security by the three-goal margins of 
victory over Exeter and joke club Blackpool. 

Squad reinforcement is a definite require¬ 
ment with a defender and a striker first on the 
shopping list. Cobblers had no defenders on 
their bench at Barnet which is crazy consider¬ 
ing Sam Warburton’s scoring start on loan to 
Rugby Town. 

Nevertheless, Northampton could have field¬ 
ed a team full of defenders and still gone down 
to defeat against the Bees given the hold bogey 
team Barnet have over them. 

Chris Wilder will have to go with a full 
strength 11 in the upcoming League Two match 
against Plymouth Argyle and be done with it.

Chris Wilder admitted that his 
Northampton Town side ‘fell short’ 
after the Cobblers’ 100 per cent 
start to the season was brought to a 
halt by a 2-0 defeat at Barnet. 

Town’s boss saw his charges beat¬ 
en in north London after a key 
flashpoint in the 63rd minute on 
Tuesday, when Cobblers midfielder 
Jason Taylor conceded a penalty 
and was sent off for bringing down 
Bees striker John Akinde. 

The felled player stepped up to 
tuck away the resultant spot kick 
himself and he added a second late 
on to add some extra gloss to 
Barnet’s win. 

It means that after three victories 
and three clean sheets to start the 
season, Northampton will go into 
Saturday’s League clash at home to 
Plymouth Argyle on a losing edge. 

Wilder, who shrugged off sugges¬ 
tions that tinkering with his start¬ 
ing line-up contributed to the 
defeat, said: “I thought it was a 
pretty even game but we’ve just 
fallen a little bit short. 

“The first goal was always going 
to be massive and with the double 
whammy with the sending off as 
well it was always going to be diffi¬ 
cult for us to come back from that. 

“I believe if we’d have got the first 
goal we would have gone on to win 
the game but we didn’t and that’s 
League Two football.” 

After the Plymouth game, league 
duties will take a back-seat for the 
Cobblers with a glamour trip to 
Premier League Newcastle United 
on Tuesday night, in the second 
round of the Capital One Cup. 

Ivan Toney, the teenage striker 
who departed Northampton for the 
Magpies earlier this month, is an 
interesting potential starter for 
Steve McClaren’s side. 


Willey quits county 
to sign for Yorkshire

Northamptonshire’s prize asset 
David Willey is leaving the county 
after signing a three year deal with 
Yorkshire. 

The England all-rounder has been 
widely tipped to depart Wantage 
Road and it has now been con¬ 
firmed that the white rose county 
and Headingley will be his destina¬ 
tion. 

He will exit at the end of the sea¬ 
son and will leave a huge void in the 
Northants dressing room with his 
explosive batting and handy knack 
of taking wickets with his left arm 
medium pacers often proving to be 
difference makers in matches. 

It is thought that Willey, who 
made his ODI debut for England 
this year, wanted to move up to a 
team in Division One of the County 
Championship in order to improve 
his chances of gaining a test place. 

With promotion from Division 
Two uncertain at Northants he has 
been allowed to leave despite hav¬ 
ing a year left on his contract, with 
some reports suggesting the county 
will be compensated with a £50,000 
fee. 

Willey, who smashed the fastest 
T20 ton by an Englishman when he 
made exactly 100 from 40 balls in 
last week’s T20 Blast quarter final 
win over Sussex, said: “This has 
been a tough decision to make 


because of my personal attachment 
to The County Ground. 

“My Dad played here for 17 years, 
I came here many, many times as a 
boy and dreamed for years of play¬ 
ing for Northants. I will always be 
grateful for the years of coaching 
and mentoring that I have received 
which gave me the best start to my 
career. 

“However, I feel that the time is 
right to move on, to experience a 
new approach to training and to 
broaden my cricket. I am really 


excited about being part of a bigger 
team and working with Jason 
Gillespie and the rest of the lads. 

“I would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank all of the staff and 
fans of Northants Cricket for your 
incredible support. 

“I don’t believe I would have 
achieved this much has it not been 
for the opportunities that 
Northants has given me. And of 
course a big thank you to the coach¬ 
es and medical team and all the 
lads in the changing room.” 


Head coach David Ripley added: 
“I have known David since he was 
seven years old, so I have a tinge of 
sadness to see him leave but he 
goes with our best wishes. 

“David Willey and Northants 
Cricket have been very good for 
each other and it wouldn’t surprise 
me to see Dave back at the County 
Ground at some point in the future.” 

Willey starred with both bat and 
ball when Northants won the T20 
Blast in 2013, scoring 60 in the final 
against Surrey and taking a hat- 
trick with the ball as he ended with 
figures of 4-9. 

Northants return to finals day at 
Edgbaston later this month and 
another title would be the perfect 
way to call time on his spell with 
the county. 

He said: “My work isn’t finished 
yet, it would be incredible to finish 
the season with the T20 trophy.” 

Yorkshire’s director of cricket 
Martyn Moxon welcomed his star 
new addition to the club. 

“We are delighted that David has 
agreed to join us,” he said. 

“He is a highly talented all round 
cricketer and will be a great addi¬ 
tion to our current squad. 

“He will play a big part in helping 
us be competitive in all forms of the 
game and hopefully we can play 
our part in helping him realise his 
ambition of playing test cricket for 
England.”
